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A BOOMING RIVER. 
The Ficed In the T.uckee—Ranches 
on the Meadows Overtiowed. 


The warm wind from the southwest 
caused a rad melting of the show 
on the mountains yesterday. During 
the night the river rose rapidly and 
this morning it was higher than it has 
been for four years. A good many 
logs came down with the flood, and 
the river is full of fleating drift wood. 

The river loo grand to-day. The 
dam is entirely covered by the 
rushing water. Looking from the 


bridge, the scene is impressive. The 
little stream that in summer, clear as 
stal, flows gently al its rocky 
bed is now 4 raging, turbid torrent, 
ing along with resistless 
lashing the banks with mighty wevos 
and threaening to sweep away every- 
thing in its path. | . 

Many ranches on the meadows are 
ged. From Heister Stephens,“ 
three from town, the boys were 
this morning hauling away logs that 
had been washed there by the flood. 
R. 8. Gannon’s ranch, near Al. Long- 
ley’s, was partially flooded. The wa- 
ter in the Central ditch had backed 
up from the river to Clark's ranch. On 

histler’s there was a foot of water. 

The river has receded since morn- 
ing, and will not be likely to rise 

to-night. The wind is now 
from the northwest and cold, and lit- 
tle snow can have melted in the mount- 
ains to-day. Fears are expressed that 
the Glendale bridge will be washed 
away during the present flood, as the 
structure is weak and incapable of re- 
sisting a severe strain. 

Dan Connor came up from Clarke's 
ranch at 3 o'clock this afternoon. He 
says that two or three square miles of 
the meadows are overflowed. The 
water on Clarke's ranch is in places 
ten feet d- ep. It is three or four 
feet above the level of the outlet of 
the Drain ditch.
